A GREAT PHILOSOPHER 


From the South Carolina Bar came a great philosopher in the 
field of government. John C. Calhoun belongs not alone to the his- 
tory of our state but to that of our nation and the world—Mr. Cal- 
houn once said that without “‘government” society would be in a state 
of chaos, and that the experiences of man taught that all government 
in order to exist had of necessity to perform three functions—rule mak- 
ing (legislative), executive (governor), and the administration of 
justice among its citizens. It falls to the lot of the legal profession 
exclusively to perform for government this third function—the ad- 
ministration of justice. As important as are many other functions in 
society, even such as those performed by preachers, doctors, hospitals, 
and many other fine institutions and groups, nevertheless, a failure 
among these other functions would not of necessity cause our govern- 
ment to fall; but if we have not a steady, just, conservative, fair and 
enlightened administration of justice then our government cannot en- 
dure. Witness the conditions in those countries where justice for the 
individual disappeared. It is for the training of these administrators 
of justice, the lawyers of society, that our Law School is maintained. 
We believe that our Law School is training men to be real lawyers and 
a benefit to their fellow men.

THE STUDENT BODY 


Whenever our rising seniors have ventured to stand the State Bar 
Examinations, they have given a good account of themselves. It is to 
be noted that these examinations are on general principles of law and 
not those rules that may be peculiar to our State. During the past 
November State Bar examinations there were fourteen applicants, in- 
cluding graduates of Harvard, Virginia, Mississippi and other good 
law schools, and at that time one of our rising seniors took the ex- 
aminations and according to the State Board of Law Examiners handed 


in the best papers of the entire group. 


The most important facility in Our School is, of course, our law 
library. Every morning at seven o’clock students are in the library 
studying, and this is also true at eleven o’clock at night. 


The student enrollment this year is 232. These are mainly veter- 
ans. Our enrollment from 1910 to 1940 increased from about 80 stu- 
dents to 139, or an average increase of students at about two per year. 
Our best information is that the normal increase in students will make 
our enrollment in 1958, when veteran pressure will have waned, as 
large as the enrollment is today,

WHAT OTHERS HAVE THAT WE DON’T HAVE 


Our faculty, our courses, text material, and students are such that 
we could not ask for better—nevertheless, our work is materially 
handicapped by reason of our lack of building facilities and library 
facilities. Our present building might be made to accomodate fairly 
well a student. body of 60 or 75 members, but nothing like the number 
we now have and, in our opinion, will have hereafter. Our library is 
inadequate—in book stock and study facilities. We have no lounge 
room where students may relax between classes and study. We have 
no lockers or locker room where students may store books and coats 
(these are now scattered about on the floors and one rack) ; we have 
no adequate toilet fac lities; no adequate practice court room and 
clerk’s office; no room for storage of school records and supplies; no 
room for the editorial staff of our schcol publication; no assembly 
room where all members of the student body and faculty members 
may gather to hear addresses by practitioners of im»ortance; no 
seminar rooms; no adequate offices for faculty members (one office 
—eleven teachers); no office for nationally known visiting faculty 
members. These items wherein- we are lacking or are deficient are 


normal facilities found in all good law schools.

OUR PLANS AND THE BAR COMMITTEES 


In December past we were requested by Hon. Frank B. Gary, Jr., 
Chairman of the Law School Committees of the State Bar Association 
and of the Richland County Bar Association, by Hon. Christie Benet, 
then President of the State Bar Association, and by President Norman 
M. Smith to prepare plans of a building that would meet the needs of 
our Law School. At once we got in touch with Dean Gavit of the Law 
School of Indiana University who has visited all the law schools in 
America and from him learned that the best appointed law school 
building in America is that of the University of Louisville, Kentueky— 
whose Dean until recently was J. N. Lott, Jr., Esq.; of Johnston, South 
Carolina—and that the next best appointed law school building was 
at the University of West Virginia. 


Dean Russell of Louisville and Dean Hardman of West Virginia 
both graciously sent us blue-prints of their respective plants and with 
these we gathered blue-prints of other law schools and had our archi- 
tect, J. Carroll Johnson, study all of these and also to study in our 
School its present needs. From this study Mr. Johnson has evolved 
plans that are superior in point of needed facilities to those of any 
other law school building in America. We are not interested in a 
fancy or ornate exterior. It is of interest to know that these proposed 
plans would give us a building no greater in floor space than that of 
a modern city high school building for 250 students and very little 
more extensively equipped. Such a building, complete and furnished, 
would probably cost about three hundred fifty thousand dollars 
($350,000.00). Cuts have been made of these preliminary studies and 
appear in this bulletin.

SOMETHING OF OUR HISTORY 
By E. F. Hollings 


As early as 1820 Jonathan Maxcy, first president of South Caro- 
lina College, recommended to the Board of Trustees that a professor 
of law be elected to the faculty ofthe College; but nothing was done 
until Chancellor J. A. Inglis, a Chancellor of the old Court of Equity, 
was offered the professorship of law in January 1867. This, however, 
he declined and went to practice law in Baltimore. In June of that 
year Colonel A. C. Haskell accepted the professorship, resigning, how- 
ever, within a year to practice law. The oar of law slipped from the 
educational waters until the summer of 1869 when Mr. Cyrus D. Mel- 
ton was elected law professor. He served until his death in 1875 and 
then Chief Justice Franklin J. Moses, whose son was Governor and a 
member of the Board of Trustees at the time, was elected to fill the 
chair of law. Radical rule had taken over the University in 1873 and 
in 1877, shortly after the death of Chief Justice Moses, the University 
closed to reopen in 1880 as an agricultural college—meaning no Law 
School. 


“THE COLONEL” 


Some four years later, however, after the General Assembly en- 
larged the College into a University, the Law School was re-established 
under the guidance and sole teaching of Joseph Daniel Pope—known 
to everyone as “The Colonel.” ‘“‘The Colonel’? was a very colorful 
figure—powerful stature, very dignified and proud, like all colonels, 
and yet courteous and courtly to every rank and class. An interesting 
sight was ‘“‘The Colortel” in his shiny, two-seated surrey, drawn by a 
beautiful white horse. Driving himself, he would be perched high up 
on the front seat, with his long white hair flowing in the breeze, and 
his head proud. No one could decide which looked the prouder—‘‘The 
Colonel” or his horse. 


THE ORIGINAL BACK SEAT DRIVER 


The story is told that “The Colonel” went one day to the train 
station to pick up a friend. As usual, his appearance was gay. But 
no sooner had he gotten in the vicinity of the station than he was hailed 
by a traveling salesman who mistook him for a hackman. No severer 
blow could be stricken. ‘‘The Colonel’? was very hard of hearing, and 
the situation was more aggravated when the salesman jumped into the 
surrey and proceeded to reprimand the inattentive “hackman’’ who 
seemed to show no respect. This was enough. The next day ‘‘The 
Colonel’ went to the local stables and had three feet of leather added 
to his reins and from then on and ever after probably the most colorful 
sight on the broad streets of Columbia was ‘“‘The Colonel” driving 
seated on the back seat of his surrey.

“THE ORDER OF WIG AND ROBE” 


The Order of Wig and Robe is the honorary scholastic society of 
the Law School. It was organized in 1936 and is purely local in 
character, not being affiliated with any national organization. Quali- 
fications for membership in the ‘Order’ are based solely upon 
scholastic excellence, and no social, political or other considerations 
divorced from scholarship can operate to bar any student from mem- 
bership. The membership of the Order is composed of those Junior 
and Senior Law students who are the scholastic leaders of their res- 
pective classes.

A FEE WITH A DOUBLE ASPECT 


For sixteen years unaided and unencouraged, and yet unwaver- 
ingly, “The Colonel” taught the law. He handled all courses expertly 
and endowed the student with the same juristic keenness and honesty 
that he had gotten from his tutor, James L. Petigru. “Always keep 
trust money in a separate fund,” was his warning. The student learn- 
ed ethics. His lectures in equity -were brilliant, giving an impartial 
analysis that was unbeatable. It*is said by his pupils today that if 
“The Colonel” had had time to compile his equity teachings in a book, 
he would have been an authority in the ranks of Story and Pomeizoy. 
Spending most of his time on his Property course, Colonel Pope would 
sit dipping from his goid snuff box and lecturing day after day, with 
no text assigned. The students had a difficult time assimulating the 
arbitrary rules of property law until they were aided by learning that 
“Tiedemann on Property” was the Professor’s guide. The only com- 
petition “The Colonel” had with his fine white horse was that of Presi- 
dent Woodward, then Head of the University. Woodward had a sur- 
rey also, with two of the finest white horses ever, their manes clipped 
and tails bobbed. In his property lectures, ‘‘The Colonel” dryly re- 
ferred to Woodward’s horses as “‘a fee with a double aspect.” 


THE COLONEL DISLIKES THE CODE 


Colonel Pope was of the old common law school and had no use 
for the Code whatever. In fact, be bragged that he had never read it. 
It wasn’t until 1900 when M. Herndon Moore joined the faculty that 
the Code was introduced into the curriculum. At the same time the 
course in Pleading was introduced. In 1906 John P. Thomas of the 
Columbia Bar became a professor in the Law School. Colonel Pope 
died at the age of eighty-one in 1908, Professor Moore was made Dean 
of the School, and J. Nelson Frierson of the Buffalo (N. Y.) Bar, a 
native South Carolinian, was elected to fill the vacancy. 


It is interesting to note the requirements for admission and the 
course offered in the Law School at the turn of the century. By the 
Catalog, the requirements for entrance were “‘a good English education 
and a sufficient knowledge of Latin to enable the student to compre- 
hend the meaning of legal terms.’”’ The applicant must have reached 
the age of nineteen. The course of study extended over two years but 
“could be taken in one at the volition of the student.” The curriculum 
consisted of some fifteen courses; in addition to the regular ones such 
as Property, Contracts, etc., the followin were listed: History, Eng- 
lish Language, Declamation and Composition, Rhetoric, logic, and as 
a final subject “Oration in the Chapel.” 


Under Herndon Moore the requirements for entry to the Law 
School were raised and a rule was passed requiring the student to take 
the full two-year course. Upon Mr. Moore’s untimely death in 1910, 
Professor Thomas was made Dean, and E. Marion Rucker of the Ander- 
son Bar was added as 1 teacher. Professor Rucker’s approach to the 
study of law is a memorable one. He took a dim view of “text book”’ 
law: however, he had a very keen analysis of all the law in general as 
is illustrated by his saying that law was common sense but the “com- 
mon sense of the uncommon man.’ And so he taught.

THE SCHOOL GOES MODERN 


Probably our first thought of Dean Thomas was his brilliance 
in the field of property law, but more than that it was his ten years of 
administration that modernized the Law School. He supplemented the 
curriculum with addresses and lectures from outstanding authorities of 
the State Bar. Some such lectures we find in the Bulletin of the School 
of Law 1912-18, the authors being: “Chief Justice Eugene B. Gary, 
Alfred Huger, Esq., M. A. Shuler, Esq., Ernest F. Cochran, Esq., U. S. 
District Attorney for S. C.” 


A DARK ROOM ON A DARK DAY 


As a regular attendant of the American Bar Association meetings 
Dean Thomas had become familiar with the underlying principles of 
the case method of study, first instituted by Professor Langdell at Har- 
vard, and in 1918 this method was instituted in the University Law 
School. Before his retirement in 1920 Dean Thomas made sure there 
was a building in which the School of Law could operate. Prior to this, 
the Law School occupied one large and one small lecture room on the 
ground floor of Legare College. Between these two rooms was located 
a so-called reading room, but it was a reading room without books and 


the light in it was so bad very little reading could be done successfully - 


except on bright days. On one occasion, however, this dark and dismal 
room proved to be a valuable asset—it was then that an effort was be- 
ing made to secure funds from the Legislature to build the present law 
building. The law students journeyed to the State House, and those 
from each County acted as escorts for their Legislative delegations, 
and brought them down to see what the Law School consisted of. The 
weather was most auspicious. It was an overcast, dark day, and when 
the Legislators were conducted through the so-called reading room it 
was almost necessary to use flash-lights to navigate in safety. It is in- 
teresting to note that the present difficulties of library and study space 
were foreseen back at this time, for in 1912-13 Bulletin (enrollment was 
ninety-seven), there are shown plans for a Law School much larger 
than the one later built in 1918 (our present building). Needless to 
say, in 1918 everyone was pleased with the completion of the building 
naming it for James L. Petigru, one of the most distinguished lawyers 
who ever graced the Bar of this State. 


DEAN FRIERSON 


In 1920 Professor Frierson was appointed Dean. No history of 
the University of South Carolina Law School could be justly told with- 
out expounding at great length upon Dean Frierson’s contributions to 
the School and upon his greatness as aman. An attempt to give even 
a brief sketch of the Dean’s accomplishments would prolong this ac- 
count unduly. Suffice it to say, the Dean literally poured thirty-eight 
years of his life into the advancement of the School and to the produc- 
tion of good citizens as well as able lawyers. To make good lawyers he 
believed as he wrote: ‘‘The Law School invites earnest students who 
love work for work’s sake and who are willing joyfully to pay the 
DEICE Raa e in rendering undeviating allegiance to our ‘jealous mis- 
tress, The Law.”’ Today the Dean is living down in Charleston and is 
still very active. To his many friends {[ recommend the reading of 
Clarke McCants’ article on Dean Frierson in the 1947 Year Book of the 
Selden Society.

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GRAND DEBUT 


During the next ten year period, from 1920 to 1930, the Law 
School made its grand debut into the legal world. In 1920 the law 
course was extended to a full three-year course and the faculty was in- 
creased to five members to cope with this situation. No longer was it 
necessary to study in the Supreme Court Library—the book stock in the 
School’s Library had been substantially increased. In 1924 the Asso- 
ciation of American Law Schools admitted the University of South 
Carolina Law School into its membership. In the following year, the 
Law School was placed on the list of “Approved Law Schools” by the 
American Bar Association. And during this ten-year period, the fac- 
ulty was graced with an unusual array of attorneys, all very learned in 
the law. 


From 1930 on, the history of the Law School is familiar. We have 
simply grown by leaps and bounds until now we are just “too big for 
our breeches.” Actually, this is a mis-nomer, for we have some six 
female students—the entire 1946-47 enrollment is at two hundred and 
thirty-two. The faculty of six full-time professors and six part-time 
from the Columbia Bar are, as Dean Prince says, “as effective a group 
of law instructors as a dean could wish for.” They are all good in their 
particular fields. With the large size student body one might think 
that the School had lost its personal touch. This has not happened and 
won’t happen. Frankly, there is not a teacher on the faculty that 
doesn’t graciously take time out to discuss any legal problem a student 
can think of. Th’s is invaluable. 


CARRYING ON 


To carry on such a colorful history the Law School is very forunate 
in having the leadership of a new dean, Samuel L. Prince, for many 
years an active practitioner of the Anderson, South Carolina, Bar. To 
him “work” is the “Master Word’’—He loves to quote Osler: “Work 
makes the dull, bright—the bright, brilliant—and the brilliant, steady.” 
«nd so we journey on.
